Dear Dr. Tami, 

1 routinely put snail bait out in my yard. How 
poisonous is this for my dog if he happens to 
ingest it? 

Snail bait can be very toxic. Unfortunately, snail 
baits are usually very palatable to dogs and they 
will eat it if given the opportunity. Signs of 
toxicity are elevated body temperature, muscle 
tremors and persistent seizures. Treatment consists 
primarily of supportive therapy. There is no 
antidote. Most animals are placed under 
anesthesia for prolonged periods of time to stop 
the seizures and until the toxin is cleared from 
the body. Despite aggressive therapy, some 
animals are not able to be saved. It is important if 
you see an animal ingest snail bait that you seek 
veterinary care immediately to induce vomiting. 
Snail baits especially the pelleted form should not 
be used where pets can get into it.

Downtown 2000, a project that has been discussed 
for several years will soon become a reality, accord¬ 
ing to City Manager Bill Kelly. The revitalization 
project will primarily affect Huntington Drive, but 
“Our goal is to change First Ave.,” says Kelly, not¬ 
ing that it will take several years to revamp the street. 
Currently, the street consists of mostly service orga¬ 
nizations, but with the new plans, the city hopes to 
attract more commercial industry in the area. 

On Huntington Drive, the length of the project will 
extend from Santa Clara St. to Fifth Ave., incorpo¬ 


rating more landscq)ing. From Santa Anita to Sec¬ 
ond Ave., the city plans to widen the sidewalks for 
more landscaping and lighting. 

On First Ave., plans are to change the street to one 
lane in each direction, with angled parking and laiul- 
scaping. 

Kelly also says that the city does not want to 
“drive” the downtown area. “We want to let busi¬ 
ness take care of itself,” he added, pointing out that 
the city would like to make this area more “pedes¬ 
trian oriented”, much like Glendale, Momovia and 
San Dimas have done in recent years. 

When the race track closes for the season this 
Spring, construction is slated to begin. The work is 
scheduled to be completed before the track opens 
again in the Fall. 

Initially, plans for revitalization of the downtown 
area had much opposition from City Council, but 
“these plans had almost none,” says Kelly. Some of 
the differences include street lights with a quaint, an¬ 
tique look and park benchs. 

Thus, approval for these plans came in October. 
Funding for this $4 million project is coming firom 
the city’s redevelopment funds. 

Many businesses along First Ave. are looking 
forward to these improvements. 

“Revitalization is a must for Arcadia to be user- 
friendly for businesses,” said Karen Towner, owner 
of the Arcadia Coffee Brewing Co. on First Ave. 

Principal designer for the project is Lawrence R. 
Moss, and ASL Corp. is the civil engineer.
